From a prov_smation issued by the Acting 
Governor ‘at Canton, it appears that can- 
didates for the degree of Provincial Graduate 
are forbidden to use the names of contem- 
porary statesmen, or statesmen of the pre- 
sent Dynasty in illustrating the subject of 
their essays,  f 

About Tis. 70,000 are contributed by the 
Departments ani Districts of Kwung Tung 
Provinee to defray the expenses connected 
with the triennial examination, feeding the 


‘students whilst in the hal}, fixing up tables, 


painting, printing, &o. The work falls 
upon an official called the [in Canton, \%] 
4s who, in return,for the anxious work 
which devolves upon him, cai make @ profit 
of about Tis. 10,000 out of the transaction. 
Formerly the ‘job” was a perquisite of the 
Manchu Puisne Judge (HP 43 fa: but, 
since the time when a young Manchu named 
aaa (son of the late Emperor’s tutor, 
#) occupied thet post, and flatly re- 
fused to have anything to do with tho 
contract, the f#3ebm, who of course, was 
only too glad to start a precedent, has kept 
the transaction in’Chinese hands, 

In aon interesting account’ of Cochin 
China, which .appears in the Repository for 
1847, the following interesting passages 
ocour, which ‘will do equally well for China. 
4‘Conoubines are slightly subordinate “to 
legitimate wives, but real harmony rarely 
reigns between them.” ‘The king “has the 
same authority over the subjects of his 
empire that a father of afamily has over 
his children.” “This powerfol monaroh is 
surrounded by a crowd of eunuchs.” Only 
one woman ** has the rank of wife; . . the 
number of concubines is unlimited; . . ‘on 
his death they are shut upin another palace, 
where they must preserve their chastity. . . 
The king wears clothes ‘of a yellow colour 
ornamented with figures of the dragon . . 
We find two classes of mandgrins, the 
lettered mandarins and the military man~ 
daring, . . The lettered. mandarins are 
divided into nine orders... . For the ad- 
‘ministration of the affairs of government 
there are six departments or ministers, who 
are called, Zué-bo (ASHP, bo lai (HF), 
bo KG [JA], bo.% [AB], do-dinh [ Fe), 
bo-hink [Ffil], aud bo-cong [TL]. ‘Thera 
is no minister for. foreign affairs, For the 
marine they have only a superintendent. . . 
The king uses the word farm” [for I or mo, 
is in‘ ainese cham, teng, chén, &o,J. . . 
“The difference of sense is made evident 
by tho difference of tone . . if the tono is 
falling, ma means a horse.” ‘ 

Archdeacon Gray mentiona that the great 
pagoda of Canton, ‘‘about five or six hundred 
years ago, was thoroughly repaired by a 
famous Chinese architect of that period nam- 
ed Loo-Pan, a worthy who was canonized 
at his death, and whose idol is now 
worshipped by carpenters, &c.”

She came here by steamer 
on the 7th inat,, but only met complain- 
ant. thia morning for the first time, when 
she sefzed her by the jacket and told her 
to go back to Canton. Defendant was or- 
dered to find security in $20 to keep the 
peace for a month, in defaultone month’s 
imprisonment.

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THE NEW RULES: OF THE ROAD 
_ “*.. AT SHA, um 
(Times, Angust 21). 

We yesterday briefly referred to the 
official publication of a body of rales of 
great interna ional importance, the now 
regulations for proveniing ¢ llisions at rea. 
These regulations not only apply to British 

. ships thr: aghout the world, but also to the 
Royal and ‘Commercial Navies of Aus'ria- 
Hungary, Belgium, Chil’, Deamark, France, 


+ . Gormany, Greece, Italy, the Nethor'anda, 


Norway, Portugal, Russia, Spain, Sweden, 
and the United. States, whether within 
Kritish jurisdiction or not.’ It necd hardly 
bo.said that an alteration affecting in- 
torests of such magnitude and so widely 
spread will not tako effect immediately 
upon the publication in Tuesday night's 
Gazette. The rules now issued will have 
~ no force in practice till September 1, 1880, 
More than a year is thus. given to officers 
and pilots of ships to make themselves 
srurtoted with the new law of the mari- 


time highways; and publication in the |: 


other countries: which have agreed with 
Her Majesty’s Governmont in the framing 
of the new ruled will have given duo warn- 
ing to mariners of the 16 nativnali ies 
which concur with Groat Britain in biud- 
ing themeelves to uso a common method 
of indicating their course upon tho waters. 
There is nothing ‘revolutionary in the 
changes in the rules, They will not satisfy 
the most ardout reformers, The moat 
sallent alteration is the new optional 
signalling for indicating the course of a 
hip. It is inevitable that improvements 
- should be but gradual where so many 
volves are to -be consulted ; and, as it is, 
the sanation of several of the countries 
which agreed to the old rulca has, appar- 
ently, not been given-to the new. It is 
true. that iho, most’ importait commercial 
countries have come in, and that the 
adberence of othera will probably follow, 
Comparing the present ist -of adhesions 
of foreign Powers with tho enumeration 
printed in the edition of the old Regula. 
tions, published by authority in 1877, wo) 
nits the names of the Argentine Republic, 
Brazil, Eousdor, the Hawaiian lates, Hayti, 
Morocco, Peru, Turkey, aud Uruguay. 
Tho absence of consent from Turkey, Bra- 
val, and Perv (Chili has already coma in) is 
a little surprising, and avy long continu- 
‘aneo of delay at the Porte mizht easily lead 
to embarrassment in the navigation of the 
Levant. ; 
Tn this place it will not be necessary to 
« reprint auch of thé rules as merely re-enact 
the old law on the subdject laid down by 
Orders in Council] in 1463 and 1868 by 
virtue of the Act of 1862, which gave’ the 
Queen-in Council the power which, upon 
the joint application of tho Admiralty ond 
tha Board of Trade, Her Majesty has now 
exorcised .again by issuing the revised 
edition of the rules. ‘The old definition of 
tteana-ships and sailing ships is preserved, 
+ ‘but @ difference occurs in the rule as to 
lights. The light’ for the, foremast in 
atenmera, the groon starboard light, and the 
red port light’ are preserved, but the 
position to be occupied by the white fore- 
mast light is now: more explicitly defined. 
By the old rule, the light was to be at the 
foremuat head. By the new rule (Art. 3, 
: Lettor A) it ia to be ‘‘on or in front of the 
foremast at a height above the hull of not 
les than 20ft., aud if the breadth of the 
ship exceeds 20ft., then at.a height above 
tho hull not leas than such breadth.” The 
light thus to be carried is,as before ao 
bright white light,and it is to be “ go 
constructed” (the phrase previously em- 
ployed was ‘so fixed”) ‘fas to show ap 
uniform. and unbroken light over an are of, 
tho horizon of 20 points of the compass,” 
éo, ‘the improved meana.of lighting— 
due to better. lamps on the one hand, or 
electricity on the other—-are not thought. 
to justify any compulsory increase in the 
ponetrating power of the lights. Thewhite 
light is to be visible for five miles, and thre 
coloured lights for two miles, as before, .cn 
olear dark nights. here is an alteration 
in the wording of the rule relating to tow- 
ing. The heading, “Lights for steam-tugs,” 
isomitted. Jn the draft-of the new ru'es 
which was.settled by the English Comuit- 
* tee on July 8 last year, after consideration 
of some amendments proposrd by Germany, 
America, Belgium, and Denwayk, the 
heading: was made more general in its 
wording, aud stood '' Lights for steamers 
towing.” Now, ‘however, it is left out 
altogether, in accordance with a peveral 
principle which has dictated the vuntission 
ofallthe sub-headings uuder the general 
hoad, “Rules concerning lights”; and the 
effect is accordingly that the roto is not 
confined to tugs, but applies to all veasels 
towing, The rulé now stands as follows :— 


Art, 4.—A steamship, when towing another 
ship, shall, in addition to her’ side lights, carry 
two bright white lights, in a vertical line one 
over the other, not less than 3ft. apart, so 2s to 
distinguish her from other steamships. Each of 
. these lights shall be of the same construction 

and character, and shall be carried in the same 

position as the white light which other steam- 
ships are required to carry.” 

It will be observed that a cortain dis- 
tance between the lights is now provided

It 
contains alao an entirely novel addition, 
the value of which bas, since its proposal 
by the Committee on the Rule of the Road, 
been strikingly shown by the evidouco in 
the case of the Hdzuburgh and Severn, In 
that case (heard before the Wreck Com- 
missioner in March) a pilot-boat which 
was not ‘serving’? was run down, and 15 
valuable livea were lost, in consequence of 
tho want of some such clause as’ that now 
added, The new-rule especially provides 
for pilot-boats not serving :— = ° , 


“Art, 0—A pilot yeusel,- when engaged on hot | 


station on pilotage’ duty, shall not curry the 
lights requirod for other vessels, but shall carry 
a white light at the masthead, visible all round 
the horizon, and shall also exhibit a flare-up 
light, or flare-up lighis, at short intervals, 
which shall never exceed 15 minutes. A pilot 
vessel, when not ongaged on her station on pilo- 
tage duty, sboll carry lights similar to those of 
other ships,” = : 


The regulation for fishing vessels and 
boats may almost be described as a new 
code, It puts an end to the conflict of the 
collision tules with the rules of the Sea 
Fisheries Act :— - 


‘Art, 10. (a) Open fishing boats and: other 
open boats when under way shall not be obliged 
to carry the side lights required for other yos- 
sels, but every such boat shall in liou thereof 
have ready at hand a Jantern with a green glass 
on the one side and a red glass on the other 
side; and on the approach of ‘or to other. veasels 
such lantern shall be exhibited in sufficiont time 
to provent collision, so that tho green light shall 
not be seen on'the port side, nor tha red light 
on tho starboard side, 7 

‘*(b) A fishing vessel and an open. boat when 

at anchor shall exhibit a bright whito light. 
_ ‘‘(c) A fishing vessel, when employed in drift 
net fishing, shall carry on one of her masts two 
red lights in a vertical lino one over the other, 
not less than 3ft, apart. 

‘«(d) A trawler at work shall carry on one of 
her masts two lights in a vertical line one over 
the other, uot less than 8ft, apart—tho upper 
light red and tho lower green—arid shall also 
either carry the side lights. required for other 
vessels, or, if tho side lights cannot be carried, 
have ready at hand tho colourcd lights as_pro- 
vided in Article 7, oro lantern with a red and 
green glass a5 described in paragraph (a) of this 
article. 

“(c) Fishing vessels and open boats shall not 
be ‘prevented from using e flare-up in addition if 
they desire to do a0, 

““(f) The lights mentioned in thia article are 
substituted for those mentioned in the 12th, 
13th, and 14th Articles of the Convention be- 
tween France ond England schedaled to tho 
British Sea Fisheries Act, 1868, . ° 

‘*(g) All lights required by this article, except 
Bide lights, shall be in globular lanterns so con- 
structed a to show all round the horizon.” 


Article 11 contains a new and very valu- 
‘able’ provisicn,, which not culy makes it 
lawful for overtaken veasels to show a light 
asterp, but positively directa that this shall 
be done. Hitherto doubt existed whethér 
aship ove:taken in the dark was entitled 


to protect herself by showing a light. “Tbe. 


second article of the Regulations said, 
‘The lights mentioned in the following 
articles and no otbera shall be carried.” 
A violation of the rule might lead to the 
inference that the ship- which showed a 
stern light had misled the other, and was 
to blame fur the ‘collision. All doubt is 
now removed, and ‘it is to be hoped that 
the lighta permitted will be found suffi- 
ciently distinctive. The clause rons as 
follows :— 

“Art. 11—A ship which is being overtaken 
by another shall show from her stern to such 
Jast-mentioned. ship a white light or a- flare-up 
light.” ; 
The white light menttoued in the preceding 
article might be mistaken for the white 
light of a sbip at anchor, and the course of 
the ship ahead might be at such an angle 
to that of the ship astern as to cause the 
error to have dangerous consequences. In 
practice the flare up, which is also permitt- 
ed in the alternative, will, perhaps, be 
preferred, Another important change is 
made in rezard to fog signals. Article 12, 
introduced by the heading, ‘‘Sound-signals 
for fogs, dvc.,” takes-the place of the old 
Article 10, and makes a atep in the direction; 
of requiring the Moras-syatem to be applied 
to sound signals to indicate the course of a 
ship, The indications as to course compul- 
sority required of sailing ships are not to 


‘be enforced againat steamsbips and a ques- 


tion may arise how far the prolonged blast 
required of steamers in a fog under this 
rule will interfere’ with their option ina 
fog of using the short blasts authorized by 
a jater article (Art. 19), The roles would

together, but not (in a fog) the use of the

Tho next sot of rules is introduced by 
the general heading “ Stesring and Sailing 
Rules,”-and the old sub-headings are abo- 
lished. A significant change, among many 
changes in arrangement, will be observed 
in the language of these rules, The old 
ralea have the words, “the helma of both 
shall be put to port.” The new words.are, 


**each shall alter her course to atarboard.” 
All precedent for a very misleading form 
of, expreasion, and one which especially 
increases the difficulty of passongers end 
other unskilled persons in understanding 
orders, ia thus-removed from the rules, 
To turn a boat to starboard her tiller is 
pushed to port, Hencs has arisen the vx- 
pression to ‘port tho h Im” in the sense 
of directing tho’ ship to starboard. For 
brevity the order “ port the helm ” is often 
shortened to “port.” Thorofore; when 
the officer shouts “port” he meana that: 


the ship is to go 10 starboard’; but in-some |- 


sh:ps it is the custom to give the order 
‘Sport” in its natural sense, meaning that 
tho ship’s head ia to go to port. Thus the 
same order may have opposite meanings, 
hand that at a moment when ambiguity is 
fatal. The 6xpressions “ port. the helm,” 
‘*starboard the belm,” are henceforth to bs 
steadily discouraged. ‘*Now that wheels 
‘and pulleys and steam machinory have 
superseded tho tiller and helm,” saya 
Mr, Gray; -of the Board of Trade, in 
his valuable obssrvations on the Rule 
of the Road at Sea, “it is uscloss to 
wako’ the steering rules depond on the 
direction in which a tillor is put.” It 
may’ bo added that it is not only useless, 
but mischio-ous. Simplicity of languaze 
isa real gain at all times, but especially in 
moments of excitement, Ano her alter- 
ation in this important chapter of the rules 
is tho introduction of sound-siznals to 
‘judicate the courae of the signalling steam- 
rer, - Since 1860 at least similar signals have 
been in compulsory use in. the . United 
States. They are, for the present, made 
ouly optional in these intornational rules. 
Lt is avfliciont to say that even the option 
of using them would have prevented the 
terrible collision on the Thames which 12 
months ngo drew the attention ‘of all the 
world to the insufficiency of the preciutions 
adopted against tho collision of steamships. 
The ‘only other change. which demands 
observation is the reintroduction, from .a 
pericd before’ 1862, of the starboard chan- 
nel rule which parts a narrow fairway into 
two halves, and gives to each of meeting 
shizs tho right-hand half to steer in. This 
ensciment ia made subordinate to any local 


J rales adapted to the exigencies of parti- 


cular inlaod navigations, but where there 
are no such rules it willapply The follow- 
ing are the ‘ steering and sailing rules "~~ 


“ Art. 14, When two ‘sailing ships are ap- 
proaching one another so as to involve. risk of 
collision, one of them shall keep ont -of the way 
of the other as follows—viz,:— :

“ This article only applies to cases where ships 
are meeting end on in stich a manner os to in- 
volve risk of collision, and docs not apply to 
two’ ships which must, if both keep on their 
respective courses, pass clear of each other. 

“ The only cases to whith it does apply are 
when each of the two ships is end on, or nearly 
end on, to the other; in other words, to cases in 
which, by day, each ship sees the masts of the 
othor in a line with her own; and by night, to 
cases in which each ship is in such a position as 
to seo both the side lights of the other. 

" Tt does not apply by day to cases in which 
a ship sees another ahead crossing her own 
course ; or by night, to cagos where the red light 
of one ship is.opposed to the red light of the 
other, or where the green light of one ship is 
opposed to the green light of.tho other, or where 
ared light without a green. light, or a green 
light without a red light, is seen ahead, or where 
both groen and red lights are scen anywhero but 
ahead. :

August: Upon landing I immediately 
hailed-a carriage and requested the driver 
to convey me to the Palace Hotel, where I 
remained three days. This timel employ 
ed in looking around the city. . The houses. 
range from three to seven stories high, and 
present a pleasant appearance to the eye of 
a visitor. But I did not content myself 
with simply lodking ot the houses, but 
closely watched the customs of the people ; 
and, among many other wonderfal things, 
I noticéd’ that’ there are many large mer- 
chants who have lived o hap-hazard ond 
adventurous kind of lifeand so gained a com- 
petency, who cannot even write their own 
names, At the close of last winter a large 
merchant died who-was supposed to bo 
worth six millions of dollars, But an ex- 
amination of his house brought to light a 
few volumes of books and a few other 
things, value:in all at about fifty dollars. 
This will show the ‘ignorance of the dead 
merchant, who had been a wine soller for 
five years previous to his death; and I 
leave it to the judgment of my readers to 
say whether or not he should be classed as 
a gentleman of a civilised oduntry. | ~ 
Carriages pass to and fro along streets 
at the’corners of which are deposited “the 
sweepings and refuse of the city. When 
the wind blows strong this rubbish is -scat- 
tored about. and causes an offensive odour 
to. arise. which is, very injurious’ to the 
health:of the inhabitants. Un my making 
enquiries as to why this offensive matter 
was ellowed to remain when it was #0 


dettimental to health and cleanliness, I|- 


was informed that it was removed twico 
every month; so it will be seen that the 
people of San Francisco live in a putrid 
atmosphere. If more attention was not 
paid to cleanliness in Eastern countties, 
cholera would break out. * * * * 

There is a curious company in. San 
Francisco known os the Aikuko sha, estab- 
lished by Chinese and having branch offices 
at Hongkong and Canton. Its business is 
to lend money.to Chinesa in Hongkong 
and Canton on personal security: that is, 
the borrower deposits himself, or rather 
enters upon an obligation to go to San 
Francisco and work off the loan if hercan- 
not pay it within the stipulated time. As 
an example of the extraordiaary matner in 
which the business of ‘this company is 
carried on I may mention that one of the 
branch offices lent money to o man in 
China, who deposited himself as security, 


When the time for repayment of the loan | 


had expired the Chinaman was unable to 
refund it, and was sent to Saw Francisgo. 
along with from fifty to one hundred others 
to work ontthedebt Thoy were all pack- 
ed on board a mail steamer in 9 room 
which was about suitable for the accom- 
modution of a horse, and they wore treated 
like ‘so many bales of goods.. On arriving 
in San Francisco the Atkwko-shs sold them 
to various merchants at from ten to fifteen 
‘dollars per week each. Out of this sum 
the sold men get one or two dollars, the 
Company keeping tho remainder. The 
clothes. of these men are necessarily very 
dirty, and they live on potatoes for about 
two cents per day. When these men walk 
along the streets they are continually on 
the look-out for something to pick up, and 
they collect’ pieces of paper, old ‘shoes, 
tobacco or anything else they can find and 
seli them for a trifle to their countrymen, 
}aud so augment” their trifling incomes. 
But 1 don’t like to dwell longer upon this 
unpleasant theme, and will content myself 
by reciting one more instance of Chinese 
life in San Francisco. . When a “ pig-tail” 
happens to open a wine shop in the city 
the anti Chinese inhabitants. force their 
way in large numbers into the :shop and 
eat and drink without tendering anything in 
payment. So the Chinese are compelled 
to resort to a curious device to hide their 
nationality. They alter the atyle of. doing 
their hair, imitating Japanese, and disguise 
themselves in other ways, and -#0. success: 
folly palm themzelves off on.their per- 
secutors as Japanese and thereby. evade 
their rage. The result of this has been to 
lower Japanese in the eyes of the Ameri- 
cans, a8 they have come to consider that 
they are as shameless to deal with as the 
lower class of Chinese, And I regret to 
pay that there are about one hundred 
Japanese in San Francisco working for the 
natives at the rate of §7 per month. They 
are fools, who were persuaded in the first 
instance to come to San Francisco by 
foreigners in Yokohama. On their arrival 
there they found things diferent to what 
they expected ; and having no other means 
of maintaining themselves they were com-: 
pelled to accept employment for the trifling 
remuneration J bave named.—Translated 
for Japan Gazette, |

no the first place, I admit that I treed a 
Theumatio grandfather of mine in the winter 
of 1850.

The Post Office is not, by Jaw, responsible 
for any loss or inconvenienos which may 
arise from the non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mis-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal pokes (even if the packet be re- 
gistered), nor is the Post Office responsible 
for any injury which a,packet may sustain 
during its transmission. - - 

To guard against such injury all postel 
packets which are likely to suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure should be 
placed in strong covers; and even with this 
precaution no fragile article should be sent 
through the Post, - 1t should be remembered 
that every patket bas to be handled several 
times; that it is exposed to cousideravle 
pressure and friction in the mail bag ; and 
that, whenever the bag haa in the course of 
its tranamission to be tranaferred by meana 
of the railway apparatus, the riak of injury 
is much increased. , 

No information can be given respecting 
lettera which pass through ‘a Post Office 
except to the persons to whom -they are 
addrested ; and in no other way is official 
information of a private character allowed 


-to be made public. A Postmaster may, 


however, give an address if he has no reason 
to believe that the person whose address it 
is would disapprove of his doing £0, 

Postmasters are not allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or to any one else, or ‘to delay forwarding 
it to its destination according to the address, 
even though a request to such effect be 
written thereop, 


Poatmasters aré not bound to give change, | - 
“nor are they authorised to demand change ; 


and when money 1s paid at a Post Oftice, 
whether as change or otherwise, no question 
a8 to its‘right amcunt, goodness, or weight 
can be entertained after it has been removed 
from the counter. ; 
_Postmasters are not bound to weigh any 
letters or other packets for the public, but 
they may do ao if their duty be not thereby 
impeded. : 


-The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East and West Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except auch os is specially prepared), is 
attended with much. inconvenience, and 
fecquentiy wih serious injury, not only to 
the letters 80 sealed but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other. The 
public are therefore recommended, in all 
suca cases, to use elther wafers qr gum, and 
to advise their correspondents ii, the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the sarie. 


Tho registration of a packet makes its 
transmission much more secure, inasmuch 
as, under ordinary circumatatces, a regis 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course; and thus‘the loss of a registered 
packet isa very rareoccurrence. Neverthe. 
less large sums of money or other articles 
of great value should not be eent through 
the post, even if the sed be regiatered; as 
the machinery of the Department is not 
arranged with a view to such transmission, 
By law, the Post Uffice is not re:ponsible 
for the safe delivery of registered packets ; 
though any officer who may neglect his 
‘duty on this point will be called to strict 
account, Sent in unregistered letters, valu- 
able articles are exposed to risk, and offera 
temptation-which ought not to be created ; 
and the Department cannot in any way 


undertake the safe conveyance of such 


packets, All Injand or colonial letters, 
therefore, which contain coin, and 

inland letters which contain watches or 
jewellery, even though'-thoy be posted. 
without registration, are treated as regiater- 
ed, aud charged on delivery with a double 
registration fee of elghtpence in addition to 
the ordinary postage ;. and any auch letters 
which cannot be registered in time to be 
forwarded by the Mail fori which they are 
posted are detained for the next despatch, 
Hyen if the letter do not contain any article 
of intrinsic value, it should, if it be very 


important, be registered. :

Indemnity for theLoss of a Registered Letter, 


The following Regulations as to the 
Indemnity to be paid iu certain cases on 
the loss of Kegistered correspondence have 
been made by His Excetleucy the Governor 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section XU, | 

Tho Post Office is not legally responaible 
for the safe delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, but henesforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good the contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing through 
the Pusat, to the extent of $10, in certain 
cases, provided ;— : 

1. shat the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require. 

2. That the letter waa securely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope. s 

3. That application was made to the 
Postmaster 
mediately the loss was discovered, tho 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
‘such appliostion unless it also is lost, 

. 4, Lhat the Postmaster General is satis- 
‘fied that the loss occurred whilst the corres- 
pondence was in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in Obina, that it, was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
aeuder, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho..eaty or negligence of any 
perevn. not in the employment of the 
Hongkong Port Office. ; ; 

.5, No compensation can be paid for mere 
“damage to tragile articles such as portraite, 

watoles, handsomely bound books, 0, 
which reach their destination, alihough in, 
a broken or deteriorated condition. 


Money Order. Regulations. 


1.—Money, Orders on the United King- 
dom and the Straits Settlements are issued 
at Hongkong, Shanghai and Yokohama.
